„ According to previous announcement, 
a very respectable meeting in point of 
numbers met at tbe Court House on Mon- 
day the Cth instaut — it being County 
Court day, Dr. J. M. Alexander was 
called to tbe Chair and J. T. Bynum, op- 
pointed Secretary. 

The chairman explained the object of 
the meeting in a few appropriate remarks, 
and on motion of C. L. Handle, a com- 
mittee wan appointed by the chair, con 
tisting of C. L. Handle, Dr. Usher, P. 
J. Oliver, W. B. McConnell, and Henry 
Campbell, to draft resolution? expressive 
of the sense of the meetiug upon the 
subject of negro testimony in the courts 
of this State. During the absence of 
tbe committee on resolutions, speeches 
were made by several gentlemen compo 
sing the meeting. The following pream 
ble and resolutions were reported by tha 
committee and read; whereupon a dis- 
cussion took place, iu which Jno. A. 
Lauderdale. A. D. Kingman. C. L. Han- 
dle and N. N. Cowgill participated. Maj. 
Lauderdale offered the following proviso 

to tLe last reaululiou : 

Provided, That our Legislators are 

not instructed to vote for said measure 
unless assured that it will result in re- 
moving the jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts in special favor of negroes to the 
State courts whore it properly belongs. 

Which, after some discussion, was 
withdrawn. 

On motion, the preamble and resolu- 
tions as drawn up by the committee were 
adopted unanimously, and are as follows: 

Whereas, there is much trouble and 
annoyance now existing because of the 
conflict of our State law and the law of 
the Federal Government, in regard to 
negro testimony whereby the United 
States court under the Civil Rights Bill, 
arrest our citizens aud take them before 
distant tribunala and try them before 
courts and juries opposed to them in pol- 
itics, and inimical to them in personal 
feelings, thereby placiug all said citizen" 
at every disadvantage in the trial of 
their cases and putting them to enormous 
expense and trouble not known in our! 
State court*, — and Whereas under | 
said Civil Rights Bill and the laws of 
Congress, all of our State judicial officer* 
are liable at any time if they obey the 
State law and refuse negro testimony to 
be indicted and subjected to such heavy 
fines and penalties as to effectually re- 
move them from office, or keep them 
from the exercise thereof, thus destroy- 
ing their iudepedence and efficiency — 
therefore in consideration of the premi- 
ses, be it by the Democrats of this meet- 
ing. 

Resolved, That we believe that sound 
polity and common sense, demand that 
the Kentueky L-trisIature should at 
once put an end to the inconvenience and 
oppression of our people, and judicial 
officer* by passiog a law admitting negro 
testimony in onr State courts, aud let 
such courts and the juries thereof, give 
to such testimony such weight and crcd 
ibiiity as may be deemed right by them 
Resolved. That our Representatives in

Oacar Turner on Ku Klux Bill 
We find in tha Louisville Cummer' 
cial of February 4th, tbe following 

synopsis of the remarks of Hon. Oscar 
Turner, in the Senate, in support of bis 
ameudment to the Ku-Klux bill, which 
amendment subsequently passed by a 
vote of 19 to 10 : 

Mr. Turner spoke in favor of his 
amendment to strike out the section pla- 
cing a fund in the Governor's hauds. 
He thought some few outrages had oc- 
curred, but he believed fewer crimes 
against law had occurred in Kentucky 
in the last year than in any of the New 
England States. The action of the press 
and certain members in getting up this 
hurra over Ku Klux, etc., was sensa- 
tional. Ho was opposed to lawlessness, 
but why take this extraordinary measure 
to suppress crimes that were commou in 
all States? He referred to the Sey 
mour, Indiana, and Metropolis, IHiuois, 
"regulating," in proof of his position. 
There was more peace in Kentucky to day 
than in New York city. But he was 
opposed to inflaming the public mind and 
giving a coloring to offenses that amount 
to nothiug. These offenses occurring in 
the State ought not to be magnified, He 
thought the law, if enacted, would be a 
dead letter upon the statute book, and it

He would, however, support the 
bill on the money section being stricken 
out.
